e fame daring Malite and Effroitery, they 
endeavour d to perfiadé the~People, Thar the~ Peace 
would be Stparate, andespe “. Allies: wete to be Be- 
tray d, Deferted, and Delivered up as a Prey to France. 
The Mfc is direStly againft them; All the /dllies, the 
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Emperor only excepted, who did not Prote#, 2s at Ryf- 
lick, but deterrd his Concurrence for want of adjufting 
forrie Forms, Sign’d their feveral Treaties in order, fo 
foon as the Lajtruments cowkd be read and carefully col- 
dated, thé, Monarchical Powers firft, and the Dutcp laf : 
And yet shoitgh rliis Suggeftion was of the moft dan- 
gerous Gonikquence (if any thing could be Dangerous 
out of the Mouths of fuch Fumblers in Iniquity) tho’ 
it tended to create a general Diftruft, and puth things 
to an open Rupture between the Confederates, and 
breath’d nothing but Ruin and Confufion ; now that 
black Sufpicion is blown over, now the Scandal has 
mifcarry d, are they Shockd, Touch’d or Alrer’d?

They knew how much their own Countty- 
men long’d for Peace, and theréfore very pioutfly re- 
folved to add to their UneafinefS. But notwithftanding 
all their fectet and avow'd Oppofition, notwithftanding 
the various Pretenfions 6f the greateft Body of Poten- 
tentares that pethaps ever compos'd a Congre/s of this 
natute, the Treaty of Urrecht has been compleated in 
lefs time than. thofe of er di Aix la Chapelle, Ni- 
n, av Ryfwick, The Whigs, tho’ they haye our- 
liv'd theit Prophecies, tho’ all their dilatory Computa- 
tions are ¢ut fhort, tho’ their wicked hopes of ‘an /ff- 
vergame of Mifchief are diffipated, their Atr-Caftles de- 
molifhed, and their principal Demon, their Lying Spirit, 
exorcizd; yet they are refolved not to defift, and are 
contra ‘with Seven other ye if poffible, more 
troublefome than the forrtier.
